WASHINGTON (AP) — Roy W. 
Johnson,

today that the first attempt to put 
up a lunar satellite could come 
as early as next week. 
Johnson told a reporter that th* 
Defense Department hopes to de­ 
cide this week on the date. 
The director of the departm ent’s 
A d v a n c e d Research Projects 
| Agency added that the date would 
be decided upon about fiva day* 
in avance of the actual launch­ 
ing attempt. 
This would conform closely with 
estimates of persons close to the 
lunar 
probe 
program 
that 
the 
earliest launching date under con­ 
sideration was Aug. 15, and that 
j the most likely datea would be 
Aug. 17-19. 
A major goal of the attempt la 
to get pictures of the hidden side 
of the moon — not to hit the moon 
j itself. 
Johnson said that lf the Ovot is 
completely successful, the probe 
will orbit several times around the 
moon. He emphasued that many 
things could prevent success of 
this first experimental shot. 
Johnson also disclosed for the 
first time that the lunar satellite 
! probably would be cylindrical in 
shape. He said that with its in­ 
struments it would weight 50 to 80 
pounds.

Bond Prices Decline, 
Stocks Climb; Traders 
Said Disturbed Now

NEW YOUK (AP) - The U.S. 
Treasury's 
financing 
problems 
and a growing belief that a new 
round of inflation is starting have 
brought the yield on bonds today 
strikingly close to that on stocks. 
That is, bond prices have gone 
down, making a return on their 
fixed rates higher if bought today. 
And stock prices have gone up 
while 
corporate 
earnings 
were 
falling 
and 
dividend 
payments 
Here mostly static or dwindling, 
making a return on stocks at to­ 
day’s prices smaller. 
Traders in stocks and bonds are 
disturbed both over the growing 
belief that inflation is inevitable 
and over possible effects on the 
money market of the 
steps 
that 
the Treasury, aided by the Fede­ 
ral Reserve System, may have to 
take in the months ahead to fi­ 
nance the growing federal debt. 
At first the U.S. bond m arket’s 
troubles were blamed on specula­ 
tors who bought on slip margins 
hoping for a quick kill. When the 
price of newly issued government 
securities, which they had thought 
were priced 
below 
the 
market, 
went down instead of up, they 
were forced to sell at a loss, fur­ 
ther upsetting the market. 
But some observers are looking 
for more far reaching causes than 
the speculator's getting burnt fing­ 
ers. 
They cite the Treasury’s sub 
sequent refunding of a little more 
than 16 billion dollars of matur- 
ing government securities. The re­ 
turn on the new offering seemed 
right, but the Treasury says that 
holders of around 2H billion dol­ 
lars asked for cash instead. This 
was 17 per cent of the total. 
But the National City Bank of 
New York points out today in its 
August bank letter that the Fed­ 
eral Reserve held many of the 
exchanged 
securities 
and 
had 
bought more of the old ones just 
before offering to help the treas- j 
ury. 
Counting out the securities held 
by the Fed, which automatically 
exchanged for the new, 29 per 
rent of those held outside the ays 
tem were turned in for cash. 
And the banks adds that the Fed 
also bought more than one billion 
dollars of the new offering from 
outside holders on a when-issued 
basis, which are being turned in 
for the new securities. The bank 
figures this brings public holders 
demanding cash to 42 per cent 
of their original holdings. 
Out of this cam e renewed down 
ward 
pressure 
on 
bond 
prices, 
both government and corporate— 
and hence higher yields at today's 
prices. 
U S Government bonds are the 
latest in the land. They 
will 
be 
repaid in full. But the bank points 
out that in times of creeping in­ 
flation the fixed return on bonds 
looks unattractive to those who 
see the market value of th* dol­ 
lar receding.

last important cause listed refers 
to drivers w'ho use certain cross­ 
ings so often that they simply for­ 
get the ever present danger. 
The Safety Council says that the 
biggest burden in reducing su c h 
accidents lies upon the automobile 
driver as "he can stop quicker or 
swerve to avoid an accident, while 
a train can’t — his is the m o r t < 
maneuverable vehicle.**

Ohio (AP)—Once 
a candidate has been defeated in 
a primary election, he can forget 
about running Bvt some other of­ 
fice in the general election, says 
Atty, Gen. William Naxbe. 
Ohio law states that “no person 
who seek* party nomination" at a 
primary and loses “shall be per 
mated to become a candidate for 
the following general election for 
any office,” either by a write in
